Craft hear they mean the Church of England, and 
make it inconſiſtent with Religion and Government.

They call thoſe the Violent Men who are firm to the 
| . and wou d not give up the Liturgy and 


Decency of the Ghurch, meerly to Gratify and Com- 
prehend, but not Reconcile the Diſſenters; who de- 
clare they wou'd not, even ſo, be Recanciſd or Con- 
form; but wou'd be well pleas'd to ſee ſo great a Scan- 
dal given to the True Sons of the Church, and ſuch 
a Step made towards her Overthrow. 

Theſe are the Violent, who have any Remem- 
brance of what the Diſſenters did during the Vſar- 
pation of Forty One, as ſoon as they gain'd the Pow- 
er, by the very ſame Pretences which they now ſet 
up: or even ſince this Revolution in Scotland, where 
they Rabl the Epiſcopal Clergy in a more Savage 
Manner than can be equall'd in Hiſtory. Theſeare 
the Violent who will take any Warning by all this; 
and not Truſt themſelves and the Church, once more 
in the Mercy of thoſe, who ſtill declare themſelves 
Jrreconcil able to Her. | |

the Treaſon, and hate the Traytor. The Hiſt 
the Rebellion in Forty One, has obſerv'd, That thoſe 
Biſhops who did moſt ſtoutly ſtand up in the Defence 
of the Church and the Crown, found better Quar- 
ter from the Vſurpers, than thole who courted them 
by Compliances ; particularly, the Lord Biſhop of 
London Dr. Juxton, who had been Lord High Trea- 


ſurer of England, a thing hateful to the Fanaticks in 


a Biſhop; and adviſed the King not to Paſs the Bill 
againſt the Earl of Strafford, contrary to his Con- 
ſcience, tho' all Exland was then in a Mob upon that 
Account, and threatn'd the King himſelf; yet not- 
withſtanding this Biſhop's reſolute Oppoſition to the 
Faction, he was ſuffer d to Adminiſter to His Maje- 
ſty in his Preparation for Death, to Aſſiſt him upon 
the Scaffold, and toBury him; and after to live with- 
out Moleſtation, during their whole Reign; and he 
liv'd to ſee the King's Son Reſtor'd, and to put the 
Crown upon his Head. 

There is a Reſitiance will charm even Enemies, 
and make the Devil fly from us. But ſome think it 
Is beſt to be civil, for we know not whoſe Hands 
we may come into. 

I am confident that the Whigs love thoſe they call

- To ſee theſe Meek Saints juſt after their furious 
Zeal had ſer theſe three Nations in a flame, and fill d 
them from one Corner to another with Blood and 
Deſolation, Overthrown the Church, Murder'd the

How 
theſe Men ſtrain to throw Reproaches at Her! | 
Next they Threaten Her with Her Allies. It is 
the Emperour they mean, and Her * Allies? 
will theie be concerned for the Faction being kept 
in o der here? Indeed I believe they wou'd. They 
are the beſt Tool that Popery has to work with in 
theſe Kingdoms. They were firſt {ent hither by the 
Papiſts, and ever fince propagated by them, on pur- 
poſe to Divide and Diſtract the Church of Eng, 
their only ſubſtantial Enemy. The Initarces are ma- 
ny, and Proofs undeniable of their Emiſluries, as 
Heath, Cummin, &c, in Queen Elizabeth's time (ſee 
Foxes and Firebrands) who firſt began to villiſie our 
Liturgy, and ſet up the Extempore way in Oppoſiti- 
on to it; and after, eſpecially in the Rebellion of 
Forty One (their full Harveſt) there came over 
Swarms of them, and Broach'd the various Sects a- 
moug us, and Preach'd in their Meetings. They 
ſent their Hoy League into Scotland, in the Year 
1638, whence it came out, in a New Edition, En- 
tituled, The ſolemn League and Covenant, which is in 
the very Words of the other, altering only the Cir- 
cumſtances of Time, Place and Perſons. And it is 
the recely'd Maxim of the Politicks at Rome, that 
the firſt Step to be made towards Deſtroying the 
Church of England, is giving Toleration to the Diſ- 
ſenters ; and we now ſee, that it has been practis d by 
as many as had that Deſign. Therefore it is probe- 
ble, that the Reſtraining of theDiſſenters here would 
not be very Grateful to the Emperor and other Po- 
piſh Allies. But then, for the ſame Reaſon, it would 
yex France and Spain, Utrum borum,

If the Church of England had let ſuch Words 
fall in the former Reign, they might have met with 
a Diſappointment.

A t ſeems they were Re olwd to have up 
this Cry, meerly to blacken the Government ; and to 
Sound the Alarm to their Party.

Therefore t 
it is Eaſy to deceive Men Once. But if they do it | #4 


Twice, it is our Fault. 
Now when we have ſeen Men, upon this pre- 
Fence, from Toler ation Riſe to Seize the Power that 
protected them: And then Tjrannize and give no 
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Toleration to thoſe, who had before given it td 
them; we have all the Reaſon in the World to Saſ- 
pet them, when they ſet up the ſame pretences 
again? 

But eren then, ſhall we perſecute them, and Re- 

ward them as they have Served us, and give all Pre- 

ſumptions that they Dare, of their Readineſs to do 

it again, as ſoon as in their Power? No, not even 

in that Caſe would I ferſecute them, (tho' they 
could not juſtly Complain if I did) but rather re- 
turn Good for Evil. 

But then all the World would Blame that Go- 
vernment, and not Pity their Fall, who would ſuf- 
fer it to be in their Power, to ſerve them the ſame 
Trick over again. 

The ſmalleſt Puniſhment could be Inflicted upon 
them for their Treachery and former Rebellion, wou'd 
be to be Diſ-Arm'd, and not Truſted in any Office or 
, Poſt of the Government, wherby they might be En- 

abl'd to Rebel again. Which indeed is not ſo much 
a Puniſhment as a Kindneſs to them, to keep them 
from Miſchief, like taking a Sword from a Mad- 
Man, or a Knife from a Child who Cuts his Fix- 

gers with it. 

And it is the Iudiſpenſible Duty of every Govern- 
ment to ſecure their Subjetts by all Lawful Means, 
from the Danger of theſe, and, as much as in Pow= 
er, to Diſable ſuch from the Capacity of Difturb- 
ing the Government, and filling the Nation with 
Blood and Deſtruttion, Whoſe Blood will be Requir d 
by God at the Hand of thoſe Governours, who by 
their Negligence, and want of Due Care, ſuffer it 
to be Spilt. 

But above all things theſe Men are to be kept out 
of any ſbare in the Legiſlature. Neither to fit in 
Parliament themſelves, nor to have any n 
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the Eleſt ion in Parliament-Men. For by this they 


are Enabl'd, at all Times, to corrupt the very Foun- 
tain. Every New Parliament, the whole Nation is 
in a ſort of a Cuil War, by the Conteſt and Struggle 
of theſe Men at Ele#:ons, to get in Creatures of 
their own. And they get in ſo many, as Fight it 
Inch by Inch in the Houſe of Commons. And when 
once they come to Gain a Majority (they have not 
been far from it, within our Memory) then is the 
Church and Government Diflolv'd, and they muſt be 
Trump. And if they get it, they will not Loſe it. 
For they will Exclude thoſe, who will not Exclude 
them. They have a Preſident in Forty One, of Se- 
cluded Members, aud Purging the Houſe. Them- 
ſelves made it, and they know how to Repeat it. 
They are not Guilty of ſ/iping an Oportunity, that 
may never come again. 

In ſhort, there muſt either be an Eternal ſtrug- 
gle, betwixt theſe Two Contending Parties; and 
that is not Peace; or one of them muſt (there is one 
of them will) exclude the other from the Legiſla- 
ture, when they can. 

Then, and not till then, the Diſſenters will be 
as Peaceable with Us, as they are in Holland, where 
they complain not of Perſecution. They think they 
are very well dealt with, to have a free Toleration 
for their Religion, though they are totally exchud- 
ed from the Legiſlature, or bearing any Publick Of- 
fice in the Government. | 

The Royal and Epiſcopal Party, during the Uſur- 
pation of Forty-One, wou'd have been glad of iuch a 
Compoſition ; and in Scotland ſince that time, when 
the Presbyterians bore the Sway, who never would al- 
low of any ſuch Toleration. | 
Whoever out of pure Conſcience cannot com- 
ply with the Church and Worſpip that is Eſtabliſh d 
| In 
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in anv N4tion, onght to he very Thankful for a 
Toleration to ſerve God in their own Way, and not 
think it any Grievance that they are not Entruſted 
with the Legiſatare or Governme»st, it is unreaſona- 
ble ro Expect it. And it is not Allow'd in any Na- 
tian of the Earth, that I have heard of, except 
wi h Us. 

How Ridiculovs is it to pretend a ſeruple of Con- 
ſcience. becauſe they wil not make me Lord Mayor, 
or a Parliament Man or ht me Vote at Elections! 

But then they te, That this is Exc uding them 
from their B:rt{-rizht. Wh; thould they be deborr'd 
from Serving their Country, who are as apable as 
other Men ? 

Anſ They are not ſo capable, becauſe nor ſo fit to 
be Truſted, as being of a Communion, and conſe- 
quently of an Intereſt quite Oppolite to that of the 


| Government Eſt abliſh'd. 


2. They ſee this not only to be the Rule of all the 
World, but that even in England, the Papiſts and 
others are Excluded, who have Birth-rights to Plead 
as well as other Diſſenters. And there is at Preſent 
much Greater Danger to the Government from the 
Diſſenters than from the Papijts. And moreover, we 
muſt ſay it let Whigs and Diſſenters be never ſo An- 
8) That, ſince the Reformation, England has ſuf- 
er d more by them than by the Papiſts; whoſe Two 
Popiſh Reigns ſhed not the Hundred part of the 


Blood, nor Deſtroy'd Liberty and Property in any 


Proportion to what the 14 did in Forty One; 
There being at this Day hardly a Family in the 
Kingdom. which has not had Father, Mother, Son, 
or Near Relation, Deſtroy'd, Plunder d, Impriſon'd, 
Baniſh'd, and undone in that Curſed Rebellion; whoſe 
Scars ſixty Years has not worn out, 

"20 3. This 
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3. This Preterce of Birth-right go's upon that 
Wig Principle (ſtrenuouſſy Aſſerted in this Pamph- 
Ict) that all Men are Born Free, as Fob ſays, Like 4 
wilt Aſſes Colt; and conſequently cannot be Oblig 4 
but by their own conſent ; without which all Laws 
are ay anc to be Tyranny, and the Government 1s 


againſt our Natural Freedom, and Birth-right, as 
not being Founded upon our Conſent. 

But it being Born under Laws, and a Government 
whoſe Legiſlature has an Abſolute, Deſpotick, and 
Unaccountable Power over our very Lives as well 
as our Eſtates, without ſtaying to ask our Conſent, 
if this is to be Free-born, then all the World are ſo, 
and ever have been ſo ſince Adam: Otherwiſe, not 
one, unleſs a King be Born after his Father is Dead. 

If our Fathers can Preclude our Birth right, and 
Tye us up by their Acts, then is no Man Free, but 
concluded by that Government which was Eftabliſh'd 
before he was Born. | 

If our Fathers cannot ſo Tye us, but that every 
Man is firſt Free-born, then is it Impoſhble to Found 
any Government upon the Election of the People 
becauſe there are, every day, Men New-Born, and 
every Day, coming to that Age, (whatever that 
Age is, or whoever has Power to Determine it) 
wherein their Conſent ought to be Asked, and their 
Diſſent Allow'd, if they like not the Government 
which they find eſtabliſh'd; andſo they are Free from 
it, and it no Authority over them: And if the 
Gonroment pretends, in any thing, to Command 
them, they have a Natural Right, to Riſe up in 
Arms againſt it, as an Uſurpation upon the Rights of 

the People, and the Birth-right of every Man. 
Thefe are Wild and Extravagant Notions, ſet up 
either by Men that cannot Think; or by thofe who 
haye Deſigns, What Birth-right, what ON. 
Wnat 
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what Liberty or Property has any Man, but what 
is given to him by the Laws of the Land; and by the 
ſame may be taken away? 

Therefore there is no Breach of Birth-Right, if 
the Diſſenters are Excluded from their having any 
Part in the Legiſlature. At leaſt, no more than in 
Others being Excluded, as has been ſaid beforc. 

I have this further to add upon this point, That 
tere is no other Way to ſecure the Government, 
and to ſettle Peace in the Nation at leaſt to Preferve 
it to Poſterity. For wi ile the Diſſenters have their 
Votes in the Election of Members to terve in Par- 
liament, or can fit there themſelves, they will ever be 
Strugg ing; and ſometime or other they may gain 
the Aſcent, and as ſaid before, gain It but Once, 
is enough for them; they will not loſe theOpportu- 
nity to perpetuate it: We ſee now plain!y, they tell 
Us, That they have it in View, and that very ſoon. 

And then, if Laws ſhou'd now be made to Exclude 


them from Offices or Employments, or whatever elſe 


while they fit in Parliament, and if they have the 
Benign Influence of a Riſing Sun, they are in a Capa- 
city, and in a Fair way to Reverſe and Retort them 
all; Then let them be thrown into the Den of Lions 
who ſent Daniel thither ! 

The Engliſh in Ireland cou'd never ſettle their Go- 
vernment, or have Peace and Quietneſs, till they got 
thoſe Iriſh who would not Comply with the Commu- 
munion of the Church Eftablithed, expelbd out of 
the Parliament; excluding them from other things 
wou'd not do. 

If any think to tye up the Diſſenters here with 
Oaths and Teſts, they will ſoon be Convinc'd by the 
Sacramental Teſt, theſe Men who pretended Texder- 
neſs of Conſcience more than any, cou'd comply Oc- 
calionally with what they thought 1dolatry (or they 
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Ly'd) to get themſelves into Power; and their 
chief Preachers have, in Print, Juſtitied the Practice. 

Therefore this is no way but to Exclude All W o 
go to any other Communion than that Eſtabliſh'd 
1: the Nation. As it is in all the World; and more 
than th t, in Holland, whence the Miggs and Fana- 
ticks draw moſt of their Precedents. 

And the Excluſion ought to be not only from Of- 
fices and Employments in the Govcri ment, but 
Chiefly to give them no Acceſs to the Legiſlature, 
eiter directly or indirectly, either by having any 
my in it Themſelves, or Voting for thoſe that 

ave. 

Then our Election will be Peaceable, and our 
Parliaments will be eaſie and unanimous, and never 
till Then. 

And here is no pretence at all to call this Perſe 
ent ion, or any In.ringement upon their Ry ch-ragbr, 

This is ſupported by the © oncurrent Se and Pra- 
Fice of all Ages and Nations, and of the Fanaticks 
themſelves, whenever they had the Government ; 
and thercfore they can in no Reaſon Complain. 

It isa neceſſary and moderate Caution which all 
Governments ever have obſerv'd. fer their own re- 
ſervation, and the Safety of their Subjects. 

And never grumbled at, I believe, by any People 
in the World, but our Diſſenters. 

Did the Primitive Chriſtians, in their Apolog ies 
to the Roman Emperors, complain of their not being 
admitted into the Senate, or Intruſted with the Ot- 


tices of the Government, notwithſtanding of their 
Great Numbers, and Un-queſtion'd Abilities for 


thoſe Employments? And they had Loyalty too to 
Plead, That they never had Rebell'd, or Cauſed 
Violent and Bloody Revolutions of State. 


Did 
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Did they ſet up their Rirthrigbt, and ſuch Chil- 
diſh Pretences? Even when they were able to have 
Ailerted it by Arms. No, But when their Kings 
were pleas'd to Employ them, in their Armzes, or 
Civil Afairs, they Serv'd them faithfully, tho Hea- 
thens and HHolators end Peſecutors : But put in no 
Caim of Right to any ſuch Employment s,or thought 
themſelves Injur d when they were not ſo Employ'd. 
No, They were neither Whiggs nor Fanaticks. 

But now, tho' I before ſpoke againſt mpoſing of 
Teſts upon the Diſſenters ; yet I wou'd Recommend 
a Voluntary one to them, and however they may 
take it, I think a Friendly one, if they are Honeſt, 
and have no Evil Intentions. 

If they are, in Earneſt, afraid of their Jolera- 
tion, as they Pretend; they know the Ground of 
their Danger, and it is in their own Power to Re- 
move it. If the Government be Jealous that they 
intend to Screw themſelves into the Power, and to 
bring about ſnch another Revolution as Forty One: 
And if they truly and honeſtly do intend no ſuch 
thing, then let them, of their own accord, and with- 
out being forc'd to it. 

1. Deſire to be Remov'd from any ſhare in the 
Legiſlature, neither to fit in Parliament, nor to Vote 
in the Elections of Parliament-Men. Theſe Offi- 
ces have (fairly) no Emoluments, but Trouble and 
Charge in them. | 

2. To be remov'd from all Offices of Truſt in 
the Government, Whereby they will Obviat any 
Jealouſy may be conceiv'd againſt them of Evil

3. To renounce the Principles of Forty One, in 
what Manner and Words the Government (hall think 
fit te Direct; eſpecially the Doctrines of King-ki#- 
mg, and De poſing of Kings. f 2 

4 That 
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4. That this may the better be believ'd, they 
would put down their Calves-Head Clubs in which 
they Feaſt every 3oth of January, and have Lewd 
Songs, which they profanely call Anthems, new 
Ones compoſed every Year, in Ridicule of the 
King's Martyrdom, and Juſtification of thoſe Prin- 
ciples, and Praiſe of thoſe Patriots by whom it 

trated! J have ſeen ſome of theſe their horrid 
Anthems, brought from ſome of their Calves-Head 
Feaſts, for they have many of them every Year in 
London. 

5. That they wonld Call in, and Cenſure, by 
ſome Publi# Alt of theirs, to be known to the 
World, thoſe Books lately Wrote by ſome of their 
Preachers (ſome very Eminent among them in De- 
fence of what they call Occaſional Cummunion, that 
is, to joyn in our Worſhip, and Receive the Holy Sa- 
crament according to all the Rites and Ceremon ies 
of the Church of England, meerly to Qualiſy them- 


ſelves for Places of Power and Advantage ; when at 


the ſame Time, they give theſe Rites and Ceremo- 
nies of the Church as the cauſe of their Separation, 
for that their Conſciences are ſo tender, they can- 
not yang + with them; and many of their Books are 
Extant, which make kneeling at the Sacrament to be 
down-right 1dolatry; and call our Common-Prayer 
Book, the ap in En lin: Yet juſtifie the Com- 
plying with this, as oft as the Law requires it, for 
a good Place, or to get any of their Party into 
Power. n 
Ibis gives Men ſach an Idea of their Probity and 
Honeſty, as not to Truſt any thing that they Say o. 
Swear: And renders all their Pretences to Tender 
eſs of Conſcience, a meer Jeſt, and ſhews it to b 
Fattion, and not Religion which they are buntin; 


No\ 
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Now were it not better for them, and is it not 
Friendly Advice, rather to have theſe Books for Oc- 
caſinal Cummunion call'd in, and Cenſur'd by them- 
ſelves, than by the Parliament, and, perbaps, Burnt 
by the Hands of the Common Hang: Man? But the 
Choice is left to themſelves. | 

If theſe few Advices were Comply'd with, tho' 
but occaſionally, for once (and they are not worſe 
than Idolatry) then the Gover ment being easd of 
Appre henſions from that Party, as to Diſturbance 
and Evil Deſigns in Temporals, would leſs Grudge 
them a Toleration as to what was purely Spiritual. 
But if they ſhew, that they cannot have the One 
without the Other, it will-be a ſhrew'd Temptation, 
and put the Government even upon Neceſſity of tak- 
ing Beth. ſrom them; becauſe it cannot otherwiſe 

ſecure, bw. | | 

If they ſhou'd Comply. with theſe Advices, th 
iſer Men than, I confeſs, 
think them. They weu'd certainly do it, if noth- 
ing Troxb{'d them but the Texderneſs of their Con- 


ſcience, A 


But they have other Deſigus; and their Strength 
lies in their Legion, for they are mam. With this 
they think to frighten the; Government, as before 
ſhew'd in the Pamphlet me-bave-Examin'd, and they 
tell us, that they will ſet the Three Nat ions atFarigncs, - 
aud Embroil the World, if we Tough: their Taler a- 
tion. Or, whether we da or not. For it has not 
been touch d, but they. ſee a Church of England Auees 
and a Church of England. Parliament, (the People 
having been left to their own. Free Elections) and 
this they cannot endure ! And Threaten us with Em- 


broilments| But who ſhall make them? None but 


Themſelves, That is plain, They can Name none o- 
ther. Do they think that. the Garch of 5 * 
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land will make Embroilments, becauſe they are 
leas'd, and the Government on their ſide? We 
now then whom they mean that are to Enbroil. 
And they think, that this will Terrify. 

But we hope they have Wiſer Men to deal with. 

The Elections of this preſent Parliament; with- 
out Court Managements, ſhew plainly that the Ma- 
jority of the People are for the Church of Eng land, 
as well as the moſt conſider ble for Honour and E- 
ſtates. There is no clearer nor ſo ſure a Way to 
know the Inclinat ions of the People. 

And the like appears moſt remarkably in the E- 
lect ions now made in Scotland (with which Country 
Legion wou'd now threaten us) the Firſt, Election 
they have had ſince the Revolution. And now we 
ſee the Reaſon plain, why the Faction never durſt 
venture it in all the laſt Rezgr 

The Fation have no Strength to make any Diſt ur- 
bance. Except one long worn Policy of theirs, with 
which they wrought out all their Deſigns in Forty 
One, which is, to make the Government afraid of 
them to Boaſt of their Numbers and threaten high. 

If this takes thay have gain'd their Point. 

Then nothing muſt be refuſ'd to them! Then 
Evil Councellors muſt be remov'd ; and every Pre- 
rogative of the Crown, by Piece-meal, as they Plum'd 
K. Charles J. 

Then they will Uſurp the Name of the People to 
themſelves. And whatever is Refuſed to them, is 
Refuſed to the People! The Rights of the People 
are ſet up in — to the Crown! And then it 
is Eaſy to ſee, how the Matter will go ! And by 
theſe Means, (if ſuffer'd to go on) the People will 
come really to be on their Side, as they did in Forty 
One, and think it is their Rights, that are contented 
for. Then the King is the Publick Enemy of the 
People ! 
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People! And no Power miſt be intruſted in His 
Hands, wit! cut the ;nſpeQion of thoſe Patrons of 
the People ! Whomtoever thy blacken are black, 
are Traytors to the People! And, in their Names, 
they will Demand their Heads! And they are Tray- 
tors who Refiiſe them, who ſpeak in Defence, or 
have any Converſation with thoſe Accuſed by the 
People. 

hus the King's Friends are Diſheartn'd, Frigh- 
ted, Bully'd, none dare ſtand by Him, or Adviſe Him, 
for that is the moſt Capital Offence! Such are im- 
mediately Enemies to the People, are for ſetting 
up Arbitrary Govetnment, and Popery. 

Then the Faction are ſure never to be contented, 
tho? all they ask be Granted them. It was either 
too ſoon, or too late, or there was ſomething in the 
Manner had an evil Aſpe#, as Encroaching on the 
Liberties of the People! And that is a Ground to 
ask ſomething elſe, for their further Security ! And 
ſo in Infinitum, till they have got the whole Go- 
vernment into their own Hands. And then all that 
have been Faithful to the King muſt no more be 
Truſted, their Eftates muſt be Sequeſter'd, their per- 
ſons put under Bail for their Good Behaviour, or 
elſe Impriton'd, and the moſt Active, or whom they 
moſt Suſpett, muſt to Death. 

This is a ſhort Hiſtory of Forty One. And ſhews 
by what Methods the Fact ion, at firſt inconfiderable 
came to Qvyer-run all. And it was only by their be- 
ing, at firſt, thought more Conſiderable than they 
were, and the Government being airaid of them. 

But if they were now as conſiderable as they would 
rake themſelves ; the Government is then in the 
Greater Danger, and have the more Reaion to Begin 
with them, to take Fower out of their Hands, in 
Tuue, before they grow =_ Strong for it. Since 8 
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is Viſible, That there is no Compounding. That 
they muſt have AZ or None. That the more is Gran- 
ted them, is but giving paſſage to the Water, to flow 
in more violently. | 

King Char. I. is to be pity'd, and in ſome man- 
ner Excus'd, becauſe he was the Firſt that try'd the 
Experiment , how far yielding and Condeſcention 
wou'd do with this Faction. An indeed it wou'd 
ſeem impoſſible (but to thoſe who have Try'd it) 
That there cou'd be Men upon the Face of the 
Earth, whom all the Charms of Vertue and Good- 
neſs, which ſhin'd in that Prince, and granting to 
'em all that they cou'd Deſire, ſhou'd Render till 
more Unreaſonable, more Ungratetul, and more and 
more Impoſing, till they Deſpoil'd him of every 


thing, and at laſt of his Life Nor are they ſatisfy'd 


with his Blood, which they Quaff over again Yearly 
in their Calves-Head- Feaſts, and Imitate their Chil- 
dren in thele Bloody Miſteries, and Hatred of Mo- 
narchy and Epiſcopacy. e, 

The Son of this Bleſſed Martyr, K. Charl. II. In- 
hcring his Fathers Clemency, went on to Try over it 
again the ſame Experiment with the ſame Wie ed 
Faction; he gave them an Indemnity for all they had 
done againſt his Father and Himſelf: Yet kept a 
Steady, tho' not Severe hand of Government over 
them, for about12 Years, in which time they Dwin- 
did and were Dwindling away even to nothing; a 
little more Time had Perſected the Cure. 

When, lo, the King in the Year 1672, Gave them 
a Full and Free Toler ation for their Religion. Im- 
mediately they Reviv'd, gain'd a Strength, and their 
Number encreas'd Prodigiouſly : And they, as ſoon 
fell in to their old Road of forgetting all Benefits, 
of Calumniating and Aſperſing their Benefactor, and 
Plotting againſt him (for now they had a View of

but what they Receive from the Connivance of the

getting the Power again in to their Hands) till they 
pinn'd him up to the Wall, at the 7 Parliament 
and he Narrowly eſcap'd with his Life: As Ha did, by 
a great Providence. from their Rye Houſe Aſſaſſi nati- 
on; which every one of thoſe few that Suffered for 
it, did Confeſs at their Death: and yet the Fattion 
to this oy do deny it, and call it a Court and a Sham- 
Plot (as the Papiſts do the Gunpowder Treaſon) for 
it is one Grace of theſe Saints, to out-face the Sun, 
never to be out of Countenance, and to Lye ſtill on, 
though they be never ſo oft detected, even to De- 
monſtration ! They will get ſome ſtill to believe em. 
It is the Principle of that Party, to believe nothing 
that makes againſt them, arid every thing that makes 
againſt them, and every thing that makes for them. 
But to go on. i 

The King being forc'd to Do, or Die, ſet him- 
ſelf to the Curbing of the Faction, after the diſſolu- 
tion of the Oxford Parliament : And Notwithſtan- 
ding they thought their Power and Numbers ſo 
formidable, he, in the few Years that he Liy'd a&- 


terwards, had them perfectly under his Feet; with- 


out any Force of Arms, or any diſturbance, only by 
the Awe of his Anton, and keeping the Laws in 
their due Channel and Vigour. 

For, as ſaid before, the Faction have no ſtrength 


Government , and the Opinion that they are too 
hard for it, and force it to be Afraid of them. 
Without this, they dare not look Authority in the 
Face; and are eaſily Subdued, if they ſhou'd. 

After the Death of this King, his Unfortunate 
Brother K. James the Second let the Faction looſe 
again, by a New Toleration : For which they Hoſan- 
nad him, even to Blaſphemy, as may be ſeen in 
their Printed Addreſſes; telling him, that he had

Reſtor d God to his Empire , meaning over Conſci- 
ence, that His Majeſty had now an Empire in their 
Hearts, divided with God! They Wiſh'd there were 
Windows in their Breaſts, that he might ſee the L- 
alty, the Truth, and Sincerity, of that Fidelity and 
Gratitude &c. which they then Vow'd to him. 

And as a farther Proof of this, and to ſhew their 
Brceding. there was a general Silence obſerv'd in 
their Meetings, and in their Writings during all his 
Reign, of ſaying any thing againſt Popery : While 
the Church of gland ſtood in the Gap, and were 
Blam'd and Accus'd by ſome of them for it, who, by 
theſe means made their Court. | 

For they never Preach againſt Porery in Spain, or 
any Place where it prevails; but when it is Down, 
then they are Vumerciful ! Or where they have any 
Body to blacken with it, in order to the Carrying on 
of their Deſigns ! 

Thus the Three Nations were Deafned with their 
Clamours of Popery againſt K. Charles the Firſt, 
who always was a true Son of the Church of Eug land, 
and died a Martyr for Her. But they ſaw no Dan- 
ger of Popery in the Reign of King James the Se- 
cond till he was gone ! 

And then they Open'd and Purſu'd Him to the 
Grave, and after, even to this Day. 

And their Chief Objection againſt him which was 
the Chief indeed, but it came ſtrangely from them 
was that very Toleration he had granted to them! 
And that for which they had before Cried him up to 
the Heavens, they now for the ſelt ſame thing, black- 


en him even unto Hell, as being a Breach of the 
Laws, and his Coronation-Oath, intended to Iutro- 
duce Arbitrary Government and Popery : For which 
laſt, it wag the propereſt Method indeed that cou'd

1. This ſhews the Good Nature, the Truth, and 
the Sincerity of theſe Men, how far they are to be, 
a * or Won by Oblig at ions? | 

n the next Reign. the Toleration granted by K 
James, (and for which et e moſt of any one thing, 
he was Adicated) was Enlarg'd, and much more 
Encourag d. To which we owe the great Encreaſe 
of the Fa ion ſince, not only in N«mber, but in 
Power, and Inſolence ; and were juſt come to have 
out- ac'd, and over grown t e Church. 

The Abatement of which Hzpes, under the pre- 
ſent Auſpicious Reign (though without any Intracti- 
on upon their Toleration) has Enrag'd them, like a 
Tyzer when the Prey is pull'd out of his Mouth. 

Therefore we hear them Roar ! They ſtayed not 
till the Government ſhould begin with, or give them 
any the leaſt Pretence of Invading their Tolera9:on, 
or any of their Rights or Privileges whatſoever ;; 
nor were they afraid of it. But they knew the 
Queen would not join with them, or be made a Tool 
of to deſtroy the Church, therefore they were Re- 
ſolv'd to begin with Her. She had been two Days 
upon the Throne, when they began to call her Pa- 
piſt, or, which is worſe, Popiſhly affetted ; becauſe 
they knew ſhe was the Direct Contrary, that is, 
Truly Principld in the DoFrine of the Ghurch of 
England, which they call Popery, becauſe it is an 
1H Word, and will ſtir up the Mob 3 as they had Ex- 
perimented in Forty One, againſt her Royal Grand- 
Father of Bleſſed Memory; in the ſame Manner 
they have begun with Her: And cry out of Perſe- 
cution intended, that whatever Reſtraiat ſhou'd be 
put upon them afterwards (for which they knew 
they ſhou'd give Cauſe: might paſs as Perſecution for 
Conſcience, and to introduce Popery!

Therefore the Government need not be afraid to 
begin with them; for they have Begun with it al- 
ready. And will go on to Slander, to Calumniate, 
to Alienate the Mections of all they can; till they 
ſhall be Ready for ſomething elfe? Which God 
revent. And which only can be prevented (in all 
uman Proſpect) By diveting thoſe Men of the 
Power, who have fhewn us they want not the Will to 
deſtroythis Church and Government : Who threaten 
us with Foreigu Proſpett of Future Reigns; and 
that all we can do now, is only to Provoke our E- 
ne mies (as they call themielves) and render ourſelves 
ridicxlous. | 
Nay, they have %ewn, that there is enough done 
already to Provote them. For they are Provoked. 
And. ſpare not to ſhew it. Therefore if the Govern- 
ment do not go on, they will Fulfil the Remainder 
of their Prophecy,which is, To Render themſelves Ri- 
diculous. 
Theſe Modern Whigs have far Out- ſtrip'd their 
Fathers of Forty One, being Inſtruded and Encour- 
ag d by their Example) who began not ſo Early, 
not Bare Faced, nor with ſuch Aſurarce. If they 
are Dwrafs to them in Wickedneſs (as our Moderate 
Churcb- Folks wou'd Perſuade wy they ſtand upon 
the Giant's Shoulders, and ſee Farther; are more 
Expert, and have a nearer Way to their Buſineſs. 
Nor can we find them at all Deficient in their Ta- 
tent of Management, in their Modeſty.

This you will find in that Admirable Hiſtory of 
the Rebellion, by the late Earl of Clarendon, lately 
Frinted, Vel. 1. p. 408. 
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This Hiſtory (perhaps the beit Human, in any Age) 
fhews, as in a Mirror, molt lively, the Complexion, 
the very Heart and Soul of the Faction, their Di, 
(emulation, and Inſolence, the Manner of their 
Management, how they Encreaſe under the leaſt Fa- 
vour ; and how eaſily they are to be Suppreſs'd, 
when no Way is given them by the Government, and 
their Beginning not neglected, as Then, ſo Now to 
Poyſon the Nation with their Seditions Pamphlets, 
and Debauch undiſturb'd.

* onor Terror, to be divided and drawn from this 
bleſſed Union, and Con junction, whether to make 
a Defection to the contrary part, or to give them- 
ſelves to a deteſtable Indiſferency and Neutrality, 
in this Cauſe, which ſo much concerns ti e Glory 
of GOD. Here the Party draw themſelves out 

in Battle Array, and with their Lives and Fortunes 
ſtand againſt Church-Government ; they do not take 
the Field againſt our Ceremonies, but againſt the 
very Being of our Church, and there is not one 
Word of Moderation, even amidſt all the Cant of 
this League and Covenant. When they name Indif- 
ferency, look back to the Paſſage I juſt quoted, it is 
calłd Deteſtable. Iadifferenc is a Vertue in other 
People, and a Vice in themſelves ; by which means 
they Perſecute upon Principle, whenever they have 
Power, and they plead upon Court eſie to be ſpar'd 
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when they have nof. Let 
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Let any Man fairly, and equally compare the 
Profeſſions in this Solemn League, with the Practi- 
ces in the Behaviour of the Presbyterians, and he 
muſt come to his Judgment, That whatever Enmi- 
ty they declare the Church, they are ſteddy to pur- 
ſue it; and whatever Duty they declare to theCrown 
they are inconſiſtent to it, and hereby their Practi- 
ces conform to one another, tho their Profeficns do 
not; for it is inconſiſtent to declare for the Crown, 
and againſt the Church. as they do; but it is conſiſt- 
ent to declare for the Crown, and againſt the 
Church, as they do; but it is conlitent enough to 
act againſt Both. 

What is it, I wonder now, that any Church- 
man can find in ſuch a Character as this, to diſpoſe 
him to take it under Patronage; this Character is 
a true one, or elſe Hiſtory is, falſe, and our Memo- 
ries fail us; the Presbyterians themſelves will not 


deny their Creed. You will find this Charter bound 


up along with their Catechiſins and Confeſſion of 
Faith; and I take this Method of diſperſing it in- 
to the Hands of Church-men, that as no Friend to 
our Conſtitution does either Patronize, or counte- 
nance the Principles of Popery, ſo no Man muſt pre- 
tend to be a Friend to our Conſtitution, who ei- 
ther vindicates or encourages the Principles of 
Presbytery. He who has ſo little Senſe of Religi- 
on as to chooſe one Side, or the Other, rather than 
loſe his Fortune, wou'd chooſe either Side, I am 
afraid, rather than part with the Pledge he is fo 
fond of; for my part, I ſhall ncver think it a fign of 
a Church man's having Religion to waver in it to 
any fide. | IT 

I have always found my ſelf inclin'd to make Al- 
lowances for the Church men of 41, tho? they 


ruin d Themſelves, their Religion and Country, by 


their 
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their too eaſy Ceedulity to the Artificial Clamours 
of the Presbyterians of that time; the Church-men 
then knew nothing of Perſecution in any other 
Hands but the Papr/ts, and It is natural to dread a 
known Deſtroyer, and to fence even againſt imagi- 
nary Fears. But the dear bought Experience of 
thoſe Times informs us, of the Violence, and Ha- 
vock of other Hands belides the Papifts ; and I can- 
not ſo well find room for Allowances for our Cre- 
dulity now, if he ſhou'd be carry'd into the ſame 
Ruin by tue Old Impoſture.

Bet me now | make ſome few Obſervations «pon this? : 
1. This is directly the Old Solemn League and 
Covenant, in a New Dreſs; but in That, they ſpoke 
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This to Queen Ann. For There they Swore to 
Maintain and Defend his Majeſty's Perſon and Aut ho- 
rity. But then there followed, In the Preſervation 
of True Religion; by Virtue of which Limitation 
they afterwards Juſtify'd their taking of Arms, and 
all their Proceedings againſt the King; becauſe (as 
they ſaid) they Swore to the King, with a Limita- 
tion; but to their Presbyterian Government, in Terms 
Abſolute, and without any Limitation. 

Here they give not to Queen Ann ſo much as the 
Compliment of their Allegiance : Bur to the other, 
of their Presbyterian Government , they Engage 
themſelves, without any Limitation or Reſervation 
whatſoever, All the Days of their Life, as being 
founded on the Word of God: And if ſo, no doubr, 
Un-alter able by any Power upon Earth. And they 
Difown all Principles contrary thereto. Now all 
Men know, That the Principles of the Presbyterian 
Government are Republican in the State as well as in 
the Church; and wherever they have prevail'd, they 
have Aboliſh'd Monarchy as well as Epiſcopacy 3 
they cannot ſhew one Exception. Which makes 
good the Maxim of the Wiſe King Fames I. No 
BISHOP, No KI NG. For both are the ſame 
Specics of Government, that, is, Monarchy; the one 
in the Church, and the other in the State: And it 
is utterly Inconfiſtent,' where the Church and the 
State are Incorporated, to be for the one fort of Go- 
rernment in the one, and the Oppoſite in the other. 

And therefore, by this their New Engagement, 
as by their Old League and Covenant, they are Obli-

Tho' it ſeems that Foiſcopacy is not the ſame in 
England as in Scotland, yet we are ſure that the Fa- 
tt ion is. 

And they have already begun to eſpouſe their

And they have now an Opportunity, on pretence 
of the Union, to Flock hither, and employ their E- 
miſſaries, to concert Meaſures, and receive the ne- 
ceſſary Orders: Of which this Engagement is, the 
firſt Proof. 

It us when the King permitted their Commiſſio- 
ners to come to London, to lettle the Points of the 
Pacification in Forty One, they Adjuſted their Mat- 
ters with the Heads of the Faction here, and then 
Miſchiet began to Brew. 

This is to Literally the Method with which thev 
began in Forty One, (but now make much more Diſ- 
patch) That I tremble at the Con ſequence, if pro- 
per Remedies be nor, in Time, Apply'd. 

3. For Subjects, of their own Heads, without the 
Supreme Authority, to enter into Eng agement s, Cove- 
aants and Aſſociations, has in all well-order'd States, 
been ever counted akevelion, and Treajonable : Since 
It do's ipſo fatto, Ditiolve the Government, and Tye 
ſuch Engagers and Covenanters to other Terms and 
Conditions, than the Law has Appointed; and con- 
ſequently of which the Law cannot Judge. This 
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ſets them above the Law, and puts the Legiſlative

Lan, may makea Thouſand ; nay, mult make all our 
Laws, and may Repeal them all. And to ſhew that 
this Engagement is made as a Law, and bears the 
Name and Authority of a Provincial Synod, which 
Appoints that it be done Fudicialy, and, in the reſ- 


Fectite Presbyteries, for the greater Solemnity, and 


Recorded in the reſpective Presbytery-Bocks, as a 
ſtanding Law to them, and Subſcrib'd both by Mini- 
ſters & Probationers. Theſe Probationers are young 
Men, who are fitting for tbe Miniſtry, whom they 
Allow too ſometimes to Preach. So that they havs 
order'd the Tiucture to Search to the very Roots. 
And to fix it for ever, they have Founded it on the 
Word of GOD ; which will take with the Populace, 
and make them thiak it,as it is here call'd the Lord's 
Work. And then we know what to expect from their 
Zeal) As we have ſeen it, more than once, before 
this time, and from the ſame Hands. 

4. This makes good what is ſaid above in this 
Paper, That the Faction will not ſtay for Provecat:- 
01s, but are reſolv'd to Begin firſt, with a Govern- 
ment they do not like, in Proſpect of another which 
they Underſiand better. 

For what Provoc ations can the Fact ion alledge in 
Scotland? The Queen prevented them in Kindneſs, 
and promis'd them of Her own Accord, and before 
it was ask'd of Her by any Deputation from that 
Kingdom, to preſerve to them their Presbyterian 
Government, and all the other Rights and Priviledges 
which they had obtain'd in the laſt Reign. She ſtuck 
to their Rump-Parliament, which had been Metamor- 
phos'd out of a Huddl'd Convention, and wou d not 
ſuffer it to be Touch d, tho' it was grown the very 

Grievapce 
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Grievance of the Nation, which appear'd by the Pro- 
tet at ion againſt it of ſo many Noble Lords and 
Geatlemen, the firſt for Quality and Eftates in the 
Kingdom: But Her Majeſty Expreſsd her High 
Diſgleaſure againſt them for fo doing, and ſupported 
the Whig-Convtention againſt them; and let it live 
out all its Days. And when a new Parliament was 
Clhoten, wherein the Inclination of the People did 
thew themſelves, as the Fattzon well knew they wou'd 
whenever they had a Free Election, then the Queen 
did Prorogue them (without ſuffering them once to 
come together) till March, and then to April in the 
next Year; thereby to gratify the Faction, who are 
not out of Hopes of having it Diſſolvd; or, which 
they would like better, nor ſuffer'd to Act, till they 
ſhould have time enough to Poyſon the Nation ſuf- 
ficiently towards a New Ele&ion, which they have 
Effectually begun by this their Engagement; into 
which all Perſons will be drawn (as in their former

They have carried the Aſcendant in every thing 
ſince her Majeſty came to the Crown; eyen as though 
the Faction had Govern'd ber too. | 


Or, as if they had not Inſulted and Villiſied the 
Princeſs Ann to the laſt Degree, in all the former 
Reign, and help'd forward many of thoſe Indignities 
then unworthily caſt * her Royal Highneſs, which 
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Her Majeſty core of the Fgiving Kind) has not 
o forgotter, but (marveloufly!) Rewarded. 

But Experience has made good this Obſervation, 
That we are not to fear Evil jo much ſrum thoſe whom 
we have Iujer d, as from thoſe who have done Inju- 
ries t) us, For it ſheus their Nature; and they can- 
rot Truſt another tor their Forgtceneſs Which they 
find not in their own Temper. 

Thus all Her Mijeies Goodneſs to theſe Men, 
has been return d; for inſtead of Cratitade, they 
are now more Matiaous thin ever. Now they lee new 
Dangers to the R-form'd Churches Abroad as well as 
at Hume with wiaich they Preface their Fug agement, 
to ſtir up the People with ſtrange Amuſements. But 
what greater Danger are they in now, than in the 
laſt War under King WiFiam? Have we more Popiſh 
Allies, than he had then? Are we carrying on the 
ſame Cauſe with the Pope, the King of & ain, the D. 


of Savey, and other Perſecutors o the Proteſtants,as 


we were then? Is the Pope the Head of our Confede- 
racy now as he was then? And has the Queen Sworn 
never to make Peace with Lewis the 14th. 114 be has 
made Reparation to our Hey Father the Pope, for 
all the Indignities offer d by bim to the Holy See Which 
is the firſt Article of thoſe Sworn to at the Hague 
in the Congreſs of the Prince's Confederates held 
there by themſelves or their Ambaſſadors the 4th of 
Feb. 1691. Indeed, it the Queen had taken ſuch a 
Solemn Oath, never to give over till ſhe had Reſtor d 
the Pope's Supremacy in France, as King Wiltam 
did in 1691, which was then beat down, and had 
been from the Year 1682, when the whole GaJican 
Church in Synod Aſſembled, made their Memorable 
Decrees againſt it, the Fact ion wou'd have had Um- 
brage ſufficient to have raiſed up their Clamours to 


the Skies, of the Danger of the Reform Churches 
Abroad,

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Abroad, &c. And this was the greateſt YViFory ob- 
tain'd by King William in that Ten Tears War; for 
the French King was oblig'd by the Force of that Con- 
federacy, to ſubmit himſelf to the Pope, and rhe 
Biſhops and Clergy of France to write a Renunciation 


of their ſaid Decrees. And ſo thoſe Steps made there 


towards a Reformation (as far as ever our Henry the 
8th had gone) were Defeated, and Popery once more, 
Re Eſtabliſh'd there to the full. 
vet the Faction 1aw no Danger, no Harm in all 
this! We heard none of their Out crys, none of 
their Engacements for the Reformed Churches then! 
Nor yet, when at the Treaty of Reſwick the Pro- 
teſt ant Charches in all the French Conqueſts then Re- 
ſtor'd, were cxpreſly debarr'd irom the Publick Ex- 
erciſe of Religion, and their Churenes given to the 
Papiſts. Though the Chief Pretence of the War, 
was ſaid among us to be for the Reſtauration and Se- 
curity of the Proteſt ant Churches Abroad: And after 
this Peace a more crucl Perſecution was ſet up againſt 
them than before, and in Places where it had not 
been before, as in the Palatinate, where above a Thou + 
ſand Proteſt aut Churches were taken from the Prote- 
flants and given to the Papijts; and thoſe Princes 
pleaded this very Treaty of Refſwick for their War- 
rant. And the French King boaſted of this Letter 
to the Arch-Biſhop of Paris upon the Peace, which 
was Printed here, That as he had Extirpated Hereſie 
out of his own Dominions, ſo he had Eſtabliſhed the 
Catholick Faith in other Countries, with the Conſent 


| of Sovereigns of a different Perſwaſion. 


Yet all this mov'd not the Faction here. No not a

I ſpeak ot ui 
thing but what is generally known,

reſt will grow ſtronger every day; and they that are 
for the Church and the Crown will grow weaker, their 
Hearts will be Diſcouraged, and many of them be 
tempted to go over to the gaining ſide, as we have 
teen in former Caſes, If they may not be oppos'd 
Now, that time will never come; for it can never 
be with that Advantage as at the Beginning, to Nip 
it in the Bud, before a Drop become a River, and 
that River become a Sea. 

Will her Majefty truſt their goodneſs to make her 
Glorious, as they often Promis'd and Perform'd to her 
Royal Grandfather? Can ſhe exprefs more Tender- 
neſs and Regard for them than ſhe has ſhew'd already! 
Even to the Diſturbance of ſome of her beſt Friends ? 
O let her not go on to diſoblige theſe, in hopes of 
gaining her Enemies! She ſees how far this Deaf Au- 
der, w hom ſhe has warm'd in her Boſom, has been 
Charm'd by her Exceeding Good neſs, to Hiſs out 
new Engagements and Covenants againſt her , and 
think to fright her with their forked Tongues; that 
is all the Streng th, all the Security they have. The 
Quern Friends are , in a manner ad, as may be 
ſeen in the Elections of both Kingdoms ; let the _>

There are 
thoſe that by Education, and other Accidents, have 
ſorted among them, the goodneſs of whoſe Natu- 
ral Tempers, all the Il Prixciples of their Sect, can- 
not deface, but it ſhines through. like a Beauty from 
under a Mourning Veil. Theſe are to be Pity'd 
and Lov'd, they are to be plac'd among the Unfor- 
tunate, who have rather kept I Compaxy, than that 
they are II Men themſelves. And theſe, when pro- 
per Methods are applied, are moſt caſily Ræduc'd. 
But then we mult beware that we meaſure not the 
Principles of the Party by the Good Diſpoſition of 
theſe few. That will lead us into greet Miſtakes. 


We mult examine firit, rhe Princirles theme. ves, 
and then the Gezeral Practice of the Party, purſuant 


to ſuch Principles; for they who act contrary to the 
Receiv'd Principles of any Church or Party, are 
Non- Conformijt s to it, let them call themielves ne- 
ver ſo much ot it, or let their N#mber be never ſo 
reat.

allow of King-kiling, and Rebellion in the State, and 
glory in it when they have done. And theſe are 
not to be ſpar d, nor their Principles leſs expos'd for 
the ſake of ſome deluded, tho otherwite wel-mean- 
ing Perſons, that may be drawn in among them, and 


H yet 
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yet ſuch Perſons are reaſouably to be diſtinguiſh'd 
from others of them, who are in Grain, as a Man 
black'd over is from a Blackamoor, the one may bc 
wafh'd clean; to attempt the other is Labour in van. 

I appeal for this to Experience. How many In- 
ſtances can be given of Old Rooted Presbyterians, or 
Managers in the Common Wealth-Trade, that have 
come about for Places or Preferments, who have e- 
ver prov'd True at the Bottom; or loſt an Oppor- 
runity to Betray and Expoſe the Monarchy, but eſ- 
pecially the Church?

THAT our Modern Diſſenters and Moderate 
Church-Men which joyn with them, but are in Re- 
ality impos'd on by them, may not ſcem ſo ſurpriz'd 
at the proceedings of Parliament, in Relation to a 
Bill againſt Occaſional Conformity ; which aims 
not in the leaſt at taking away that Toleration, 
which by the Law they Enjy ; nor can be any other- 
wiſe thought a Perſecution, than that it would put 
it out of their Power to Perſecute others. It may 
not be improper to Annex here the Two following 
Clauſes, taken out of a Parliament Ordnance in the 
Year, 1645. to thow how much more Rigorous and 
Unreaſonable, the very Presbyter: ans themielves were, 
when they had the Power in their own Hands. 


AND it is further hereby Ordain'd by the ſaid 
Lords and Commons, That if any perſon or perſons
